The iKiKilioii ou the outside of the* cover shows how the 
swivel or hixik uis}' be iise«l (or stretebioK or tiKhti-ning a 
wire. Tliis swivel or li<s>k can he used to great advantage 
as a staple |>uller by <lropping hook behind harls-d wire 
close to staple and pinring the brace or horn end against 
|ssit for lever. 

The staple puller (see C, Fig. 1) or claw-haininer end 
may also be used in stretching or tightening a wire by 
eatehing the wire in the claw and using the (<s>l as a lever 
around the |Kist.
